Claims 1-40, drawn to a method of adjusting curvature of an air bearing slider, 



classified in class 29, subclass 603.16. 
II. Claims 41-47, drawn to a magnetic head slider, classified in class 360, subclass 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product could be made by a process whereby the slider curvature is induced in a thermal manner, 
or by applying resin in certain areas of the slider, or chemically etching recesses into the shder 
back, etc. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Additionally, this apphcation contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1. FIG. 5a (and graphs corresponding to such FIG.) drawn to a slider having scribe lines 
at comers of the sUder to induce a positive twist.

7 (and graphs corresponding to such FIG) drawn to a sUder having scribe lines 
regulated to 3X3 imaginary cells of the slider.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
